United States military chiefs

The US Embassy in London 
disclosed +esierday that the 


demonsiratıon had taken place 
and 1hat others had been gtven 
to senior military officers In 
other countries in an altempl to 
empazise that Warsaw Pact 
countries should not be solid 
large quantities of computers 
that are readily availble ın 
Western high streel shops. 

They were said {o be a 
repeliuorn of a demonsiration 
first given to the US Senate on 
April 2. An oficial in London 
said: “There is disagreement 
be1ween the United Slates and 
ather Nato countries as lo how 
1he Sovıvtt military could benefit 
from personal computers." 

The Americans are paricu- 
larly concerned l0 emphasize 
the dangers 1o0 the Britsh 
becalse of Mr Norman Tebbil. 
the Secrelary of Slate for Trade 
and Industry. has said thal they 
are trying too hard to cut down 
on all high technology leakages, 
and that they should be 
concentrating on controlling 
exports of paruicularly sensiuve 
equipment. 

He said. after returning from 
a recent trip 1o the United 
States, that if the Russians are 
desperate io get hold of deske 
top computers. ihey could break 
inio almost any British school 
and sical them. 

The American olficial quoted 
his Administralon’"s view thal 
“because of their small size, 
weigh. power and rugged 
packing, these computers havc a 
high military utility for target 
‘analysis planning. for shipboard 
syslems conirol. for high specd 
communications and particu- 
larly for compact military 
command cetirts™".

The Cyprus Republic was founded in 1960. The island, the third largest in the 
Mediterranean, with a population of 650,000 (80% Greek Cypriots and 18%

the Secretary-General of the UN, Mr Perez De Cuellar, a framework for a 
comprehensive settlement of the Cyprus problem. 
This week Cyprus requested an urgent meeting of the UN Security Council, to 
press for a resolution which would provide for specific mechanisms for the 
ımplementation of UN resolutions on Cyprus. 
The Government of Cyprus wishes to release the full text of President 
Kyprianou’s proposals to enable the general public to pass informed judgement 
on a problem which in its current deadlock threatens the security of not only 
Cyprus itself, but the whole of the eastern Mediterranean area. 


(a) There should be a President of the Republic, who 
should be a Greek Cypriot, and a Vice-President 
who should be a Turkish Cypriot. 

(b) Provided that the process of taking decisions is 
such as not to lead to impasses and to the 
disruption of the smooth functioning of the 
State, the Federal Council of Ministers could 
include a higher proportion of membership of 
Turkish Cypriots than their population ratio 
namely the Federal Council of Ministers would 
be composed of 70% Greek Cypriot Ministers 
and 30% Turkish Cypriot Ministers.

British diplomats are accustomed to 
violence. Stone-throwing crowds, 
the crash of breaking . the 
invasion and burning of embassy 
premises, the overturning and 
wrecking of cars, have become 
familiar accompaniments to their 
lives overseas. Iq recent times, 
kidnapping and assassination have 
been added to the list of dangers. 

But all these manifestations have 
one thing in common. They are 
directed 2r diplomatic missions and 
their occupants. What made the 
tragic episode in St James"s Square 
unprecedented was that the attack 
was launched ûy a diplomatic 
mission, leading to the killing of a 
police officer who was present in 
order 10o protect that same mission 
from harassment. 

Those who are looking for 
someone to blame — apart from the 
Libyans - should bear this in mind. 
Jt ıs far eaşier 10 anticipate ‘the 
recurrence of something that’ has 
happened than il is to predict the 
unprecedented. Wisdom after the 


event is easy. The event itself creates . 


the wisdom, but decision makers 
have available to thern only the 
knowledge of today, not . the 
knowledge that tomorrow brings. .

Yorkshire. Many Labour MPs will 
be unhappy that the party's greatest 
advances seem concentrated in the 
militant Lancashire conurbation:

The Alliance will rejoice at its b4- 
election performance in the Tory 
heartland and will be relieved that 
so many and so widespread 3 set of 
local gains have come ıîs way.

remain as vivid as ever. Madame 
Bernadetie Renouf. who was in 
Arromanches, recalls not only the 
events of the day itself, but even 
morc the strange conversations and 
feelings the day before the invasion. 
Xs she walked back from church she 
fell “as if she were wrapped in 
collon wool". 

The following morning, there was 
an excited call from a neighbour for 
her 1o come and Jook. “With the sun 
Just coming up. we could sec — a 
multitude of ships, but a multi- 
tude... What we felt is almost 
indescribable; we were suffocated by 
emotion. Just suffocated. I have a 
son. and |} have tried 1o fell him 
what I felt al that moment, but it 
just isn"t possible to convey it 

The Countess Rohan Chabot was 
awakened in the carly hours of June 
6 by two British parachulists who 
knocked on the door of 1he chateau, 
She rushed to her husband and said, 
“The Tommies are here”. He 
replied, “Don't be a damn fool. It's 
Germans dressed up. ¥ou will 
probably be taken out and shot.” 

“In that case”, she said. “I'l go 
and do my hair. because it would 
look very bad for a Frenchwoman in 
my posilion to be shot with her hair 
looking untidy.” 

Some of the survivors of D-Day 
returned after the war 1o see if they 
could find again some girl with 
whom they had exchanged a hasty 
greeting. Some of them succeeded in 
the hunt or found another, and 
married. Some even settled in the 
district and prospered greatly. 
Oıhers who have found French 
brides came later with visits of 
veteran associations. 

Members of British regiments 
have been made citizens of the 
towns they liberated. and firm and 
lasting friendships have been made, 
often between whole families. Even 
today survivors are trying to trace 
former comrades, or explain mys- 
tifyîng events. D-Day has nol yet 
given up all its secrets. 

Perhaps. with the advantage of 40 
ycars’ hindsight we should take 
another look at what really hap- 
pened on D-Day and why. The 
original accounts, official or other- 
wise, were written comparatively 
soon after the event, before the 
existence of 1he British inception 
and decoding operation Ultra — a 
vital factor - was acknowl and 
long before many of the participants 
were free to speak. An earlier review 
would clearly have been premature, 
but if a fresh analysis is not made 
now it will soon be too late.

corpses, see most of them. One 
surgeon, Dr Peter Johnson. was 
summoned to see “a man or what 
was left of a man, lying on a door in 
the back of a truck. All was covered 
with a blanket, save for his head. No 
part of his face was not raw 
and torn, and his eyes were dul] and 
opaque, wrinkled like those of a 
dead fish. He was conscious and 
moaning. 1 put my hand under the 
blanket and felt for his wrist. To my 
horror, all I could fod was a bloody 
stump — and it was the same the 
other side too. He had a gash in his 
silomach and a large wound in his 
thigh. 1 gave him a large dose of 
morphine and bound up his stumps. 
Later. I heard he was ‘doing well." 
AL one point. as this doctor 
sıraightencd up from tending an- 
other wounded man he was handed 
a leer by the post corporal. wha 
was triumphanl at having found 
him. He opened it - presumabiy 
with bloodstained hands. Jt was an 
ıncome tax demand. ۹ 
Mr J. M. Leggaic’s operating 
1heatre was a lean-to tent at the side 
of a ıruck. German and British 
wounded were all lying together and 
as he moved amorg them, assessc- 
ing the priorities for operations. he 
“came to one very oung German, 
ising between two Bntish. “No. don’t 
bother with me,’ he said. ‘Take these 
two firs’ He died. in fact, before his 
turn came for operation.” ر‎ 
For some years after the invasion 
many of those concerned. British 
and French alike. tried 1o push the 
events of this day out of their minds. 
Forty years later they have come to 
terms with their memories, which 


years since Poland had been 
destroyed, three years since German 
bombers had pounded Britain night 
after night, killing thousands. but it 
would not be ended by waiting tiil 
1he Germans g01 tired. 

In fact the bombardment of 
Britain began again a mere weck 
after D-Day. with the first flying 
bomb. and was soon worse than 
ever. Londoners. above everyone, 
wanted the invasion to succeed and 
to succeed soon. There was a typical 
wartime story. 4ir Raid Harden (10 
woman whose home has just been 
destoyed by a flying bomb}: 
Wheres your husband?” Homan: 
"Mm Normandy - the coward!" 

Although relics of the iavasion are 
still to be seen. many of those who 
took part will have difficulty in 
believing it ever happened to them. 
Was this realiy the sea which made 
hardened veterans so scasick that 
they did not care if they’ were killed 
immediately provided they could set 
{oot on dry land? Nothing in the 
noise, confusion, and squalor 
scemed quite real. 

One survivor. Mr E. A. Neale. 
then a deckhand on a converted 
cargo ship. recalls “frantically 
bailing. laughing and crying hysteri- 
cally” and “things were happening 
around me as if in a dream. Î saw 
severed limbs and feet in buckets 
being thrown over the side of the 
ship and thought to myself without 
any feclings of repugnance how pink 
and clean they looked.”. 

On land the worst sights are 
usually behind the first wave of the 
attack. unless it is checked. and 
doctors and chaplains (who bury the 


On June 6 the Queen,Prince Philip, 
President Reagan. President Mitter- 
rand. and some 50,000 other visitors 
will be on the Normandy beaches 
recalling the greatest  seaborne 
invasion in ihe history of mankind. 
Also present will be many Germans 
who on June 6. 1944 did their very 
good best 10 prevent lhe invasion 
taking place at ail. There will be 
French farmers and shopkeepers 
who ance woke up 1o0 find 
themselves in the middle of a battle- 
field. There will. in fact, be 
something for everyone. 

Inevitably there has been friction 
over the form the celebrations 
should 1ake. The main ceremony 
will be on Utah Beach on the 
Cotentin peninsula. where the 
„Americans landed a good mile souıh 
of their intended destination, but 
made a great success of iL The 
British and Canadian contingenis 
came ashore further east, and in 
larger numbers. but the heaviest 
casualties were at "Bloody Omaha”, 
near the centre, where the Ameri- 
cans edged ashore at fearful cost, 
and were thought by the Germans to 
have failed. 

Almost any’ area except the one 
chosen seems more suiled t0 the 
ceremonial. but the choice waşs not 
easy. for the ınvasion coast extends 
over 50 miles. Further inland there 
are other memorable battlefields, 
around Ranville and Ste Nfère 
Eglise. where you will find the 
parachurists. Some of those presenl, 
who may be mistaken for local 
businessmen. fought on battlefields 
many miles from here but made a 
decisive contribution to June § just 
the same. They will be members of 
the Resistance who blew up roads 
and railways and bridges over which 
the Germans were 1rying to rush in 
reinforcements. D-Day was not won 
on the beaches alone. 

Most batllefields retain a sombre, 
macabre look even hundreds of 
xears after the last man was killed. 
Some, not surprisingly. like Verdun. 
Flodden and Agincourl. seem to be 
haunted. But the D-Day beaches, in 
spite of the reminders of the blood 
spilt there. evoke a different 
sentiment. İt is of pride. almost of 
rejoicing. The Second World War 
was not so much a war against 
Germany and ther alles as agaiası 
the evil of Nazism. By the time the 
D-Day invasion took place the allies 
had no ilfusions about the crusade in 
which they were engaged. 

Bcembing at horne, and the stories 
which had leaked out of Europe, left 
no doubts. Worse was to come when 
the horrors of the concentration 
camps were revealed. but already 
ordinary people were well aware of 
the jackboot, the Gestapo, and a 
tyranny that was imposed by bizarre 
but competent fanatics.

Austrian Army order Dignity in the pits

Sir, Coming from Rotherham, in the 
heart of the South Yorkshire 
coalfield, the letter from the 
Reverend R. H. Marshall (April 21) 
is very important and revealing. 
Ia that letter he says: “The mining 
industry, and indeed any industry, is 


not only about economics; it is 


primarily about the human beings 
who make that industry work”. I 
believe that to be a very mistaken 
view of the primary purpose of 
industry. 

Industry is primarily about 
producing the goods and services 
which we all require. By performing 
that basic social service it does 
indeed provide work for those who 
engage in it but, just as importantly, 


it provides the wealth to pay for . 


those who work in many other key 
areas, such as education, medicine, 
and the arts. 

Mr Marshall's mistaken view of 
the primary purpose of industry lies 
behind our failure to recognize the 
true social role of industry as the 
provider of the goods ard services 
on which we all depend. ا‎ 

His view focuses our attention in 


the first place on those who work in 


industry instead of on those whom 


industry serves — customers and the 


wider community. His views of 
primary purpose would mean, for 
example, that hospitals are primarily 
about employing doctors and nurses 
and not about healing the sick. 
Industry does not primarily exist 
to serve those who work in it but to 
serve those who need its Products. 


Sir, 1 met General Heinz Scharff, 
Chief of General Staff, Austrian 
Amy, last Thursday.

Your Correspondent in Vienna, 
Mr Richard Bassett refers in his 
article (April 25) to the “plans to 
purchase 300 20-year-old Centurion 
tanks from Holland despite the 
existence of the modem manufac- 
tured Austrian Kurassier tank”. 

The Austrians are buying 120 
Centurion tanks at about £3,800 
each. These cannot be compared 
with the “modern manufactured 
Austrian Kurassier tank” because 
the tanks have been bought by the 
Austrians only for ther 105mm 
guns and turrets. 

When the 120 arrive in Austria 
guna and turrets will be placed in the 
ortifications which are so important 
to Austrian defence strategy, 
General Scharff told me that the 
Army may purchase another 180 
Centurions for the same purpose — 
that is, for the use of guns and 
turrets only — but no decision has 
been made on this possible second 
order. 

I write as one who admires Mr 
Bassctt's writing about Austrian 
affairs. We thought that your readers 
would wish lo know how the 
Austrians plan to give the British- 
made Centurion guns a new role in 
the defence of their country.

After 1662 the Church of England 
sank into its worst period of decline. 
The content of the Book and its 
imposiüion by Parliament were 
rejecled by large numbers of 
Christians in England. The result 
was the necessary rise of Methodism 
and the appearance of a rash of other 
independent chapels as people 
sought spiritual solace and a lively 
faith. The contempt of the Roman 
Church was inevitable and by the 
end of the nineteenth century Rome 


had dismissed the Church of 
England cornpletely, as a tue 
Church. 


The twèntiéteth cêntury has seen 
the country almost totally secula- 
rized. For most people the Book of 
Common Prayer has failed to 
provide a spirituality good enough 
to survive the great wars and the 
economic and political disappoint- 
ments of our time. 

I well remember my early days as 
an assistant curate and how people 
complained about the dull and old- 
fashioned services of the Church. 
We longed for a new prayer book in 
modern English, expressing today’s 
thoughts about God and his world. 

Now we have one and our hope is 
that the Alternative Şervice Book, 
with its use of agreed texts, will help 
uS all to reunite the Erglish Church 
and make it a true servant of our 
country.

Wiest Germany is cheaper than 
many British tourists think, 
mainly because the inflation 
rale has remained so low over 
the past five years while other 
countries, despite devaluation, 
have pushed up their prices. 

Jt is still hy no means a cheap 
country, but you can eat well in 
restauranis and stay in pleasant 
family hotels without spending 
a fortune. Indeed hotels, 
especially in the big cities, are 
aflen cheaper than in Britain 
and nearly all, of course, are 
spotlessly clean and well run. 

German food is filling, rather 
heavy and out of fashion among 
gourmets. Instead they prefer 10 
eal in the many ltalian, Grcek, 
Yugoslav and other foreign 
restaurants You can find In 
almost every city. Many are 
very good but lunches in 
country pubs and small inns are 
good value 1o00. 

Beer - especially in Bavaria — 
and wine are plentiful and a 
visit to a traditional beer garden 
is a musL Germany also has a 
lively pub tradition, especially 
in Berlin, Hamburg, Cologne 
and other big cities. White wine 
is usually too sweet for most 
English palates as 1he drier 
wines are generally exported. 
But take a trp down the Mosel, 
where wine-tasling is possible in 
all the villages, and you will 
find plenty of variety. 

German public transport is 
efficient and no more expensive 
than in Britain, and the 
exlensive rail nelwork still 
serves small] rural stations. 

The main tourist areas in 
Germany are ihe south, 
especially the Bavarian Alps 
(expensive in the skiing season) 
and the south-west with the 
incom parable Black Forest. A 
walking tour is the way to see 
1he country at its best. In the 
north the North Sea coast and 
the island of Sy!t are popular. 

Things to avoid: clothes — 
good, chic but very expensive:

With a cost-of-living index that 
has risen by 143 per cent in the 
past five years, Greece is no 
longer quite as attractive for 
Briüish holidaymakers as it used 
to be. What is more, the quality 
of ils services Jeaves so much lO 
be desired that the tourist 
authorities are getting really 
worried. 

But a holiday in Greece is 
still a bargain as well as an 
incomparable experience that 
combines sun-drenched fun on 
some undiscovered island with 
the thrill of exploring 1he 
blurred confines between his- 
tory and legend. To that you 
can add a spirit of hospitality 
that in most paris of Greece is a 
way of life rather than an 
imposed courtesy.

People tend to know many 
garden plants only by their 
common name. and the plant's 
popularity often dépends on 
how easily that name rolls off 
thetongue. . . 
. Bleeding heart is one of the 
catchicst names, but even so the 
plant is not grown as much as 
might be expected. It has a 
number of forms, but most 
peoples idea of it is the one 
known as Dıcentra spectabilis. 

This is about 24in tal, or up 
to 30in in good positions, with 
large numbers of heart-shaped 
flowers. cach about an inch 
"tong. on graccful arching stems. 
The flowers are a deep rosy ced, 
with wl inner petals drop- 
ping from the centre. The plant 
begins to. flower in May, 
weather permiting, and cou- 
Unues until late June. [n general 
the foliage is ferny and, light 
green, ard blends well in the 
garden with the other Ğarker 
greens of early spring 
Other forms of the plant 
include D spectabilis alba, 
which is about 18in high, with 
small white flowers: it 1s fairly 
difficult to obtain and more’ 
cxpensive than D spectabilis. 

Dicentra formosa is also 
about 13in high, but has deeper 
green leaves. with paler, nar- 
tower flowers. Its interesting 
forms include Adrian Bloom, 
which has nearcarmine pink 
flowers. 

D cximia is ideal in a rock 
garden or even in sinks or 
troughs: it reaches between Sin 
and I[Qin. and produces many 
small flowers, including a white 
form. which last well in the 
right position. D cxinzia is at its 
most proiific in May and June, 
bır it wil go or flowering 
throughout the summer.

Shaw. £5.95 is another good 
example of the region's oak- 
aged white riojas, although it is 
not in the same Icague as the 
Murrieta. 

Of al! the new bodegas it is 
the Bordeaux-ownecd Union 
Viti-Vinicola that is the best 
known through its stylish 
Marqués de Caceres wines; it 
won three of the top places in 
lasl year's white rioja tasting. 
Caceres was one of the first 
companies to come out with 
what at the time must have 
been a revolutionary, cold- 
fermentation, crisp, flowery, 
dry. white rioja The danger 
when making any cold-fermen= 
talion white is to sacrifice 
flavour for freshness, but 
Caceres has managed cleverly to 
avoid this: all Hs wines have 
bags of character and a definite 
house style. 


The best is still the 1982 
Margufés de Caceres, made from 
the Viura grape, whoşe green, 
Tlowery bouquet and lively 
grapefruit-like flavour is a 
winner. {(Sherston Wine Com- 
pany £2.96. Wine Society, 
Gunnels Wood Road, Steve- 
nage. Hertfordskire, £2.85,) 
Another good Uniûn Viti-Vini- 
cola wine that is remarkably 
similar to the Caceres is the 
Grand Vendama 1982 (Qddbins 
£3.55). whose powerful, grassy- 
green bouquet and crisp, fruiiy 
palalc. with a touch of gra 
fruit on the finish. proves again 
that some good Spanish white 
wincs are being made.

cessful white riojas do not sce 
oak at all at this stage but 
instead are fermented slowly at 


low temperatures in huge, 
stainless-steel tanks. The old 
way was lo allow a swift and 
turbulent fermentation in large. 
open. slone troughs ar in big. 
wooden vals, Many of the 
modern bodegas do not even 
mature their white wines in lhe 
regions traditional. small. oak 
casks any more, preferring lo 
opt entirely for a crisp, clean. 
fruity siyle rather \han produce 
the big. oak-aged and frequenıly 
flat and flabby white wines of 
the past. 

While Riojas vînicultural 
changes have becn great, liule 
appears lo have changed in the 
vineyard, and untrained, low- 
lying clumps of vine are still a 
common sight all over the 
region. Moşt bodegas buy in 
انوا‎ and occasionally wine, 
rom the local farmers and have 
1o make do with what they are 
given: but several have been 
experimenting with their own 
trained vines and in the future 
the best whites will come from 
these vineyards. 

Just like the region's reds, the 
whiie riojas are made fom a 
blend of several grapes. The 
three main white varieties are 
the fine, grapey Malvasia, the 
fresh, fruity Viura and the 
hardy. bigcropping Gamacho 
blanco. 

Although it is tlhe lively, 
fresh, cold-fermenialion white 
riojas which have, 1 believe, 
given Spain a place in the good 
white winê class. there are one 
10 two oaky, tradiiona! white 
riojas that also deserve to be 
included. The best of these 1s 
ihe Marquts du Murrieta's 


For years wine buffs used 1o 
dismiss the winemakers on the 
other side of the Pyrenees wilh a 
“Well. yes. they make some 
tolerable reds, but have you 
ever tasted 4 really good 
Spanish white wine?". And for 
years it was difficult for even 
the most devoted Hispanophile 
1o disagree. But with the rioja 
boom in the carly 1970s and 
yearly exports leaping ahead 
from 20.000 cases or so to 
345.000 today, ihe arrival of 
new. modem bodegas and, 
more imporlanily. modern 
winemaking techniques. the 
Rioja region began to produce a 
clutch of good, dry white wines. 

Rioja. about 70 miles south 
of Bilbao in the north of Spain, 
is a quietly prety region with 
handsome monasteries. for- 
tiîed medieval and 
villages and gentle. rolling green 
hills and vineyards thal follow 
the sluggish river Ebro from 
Harro in 1he west down to 
Alfara. in the east. Protected by 
a small mountain range on 
cither side. Rioja's temperate 
climate is more Atlantic than 
Mediterranean, which 1 think is 
one reason why ils wines have 
ıhe edge over other Spanish 
wines. 

The region takes its name 
from on¢ of the Ebro"s iribu- 
ıaries, {ihe Rio Oja. and is 
divided into three sub-areas = 
the Rioja Alta and Rioja 
Slavesa, the finesL which are 
situated close to Harro. and ihe 
Rioja Baja lo the west of Alfaro. 

The wine-growing traditions 
go back {or centuries and il is 
ıntriguing t10 note that in the 
sevsniteenih century Rioja pro- 
duced much morc white wine 
1han red, whereas today white 
accounts for only about 10 per 
cent of the area's total wine 
production. IL may seem strange 
that white rioja did not gel 
more of a head starl. but Î think 
it was the adherence to the old 
while winemaking tradiüons 
thal actually kept these wines 
back. Tt was noticeable in a large 
white rioja tasting I organized 
last year thal lhe top four places 
all went {o new wines made by 
modern bodegas. 

The chief difference between 
the old and the new is cold 
fermenialior. The most suc-

While ihe premises are still 
pubshaped. 1he interior is 
stslishiy furnished with ped- 
cstalstyle tables and high 
stools. and a range of discrimi- 
naling Americana which stays 
on _ 1he acceptable şide of 
jokiness. Like the “Exchange” 
operations, Henry J. Bean's 
oflers commendable all-day 
opening throughout the week, 
and success haş brought further 
expansion with a Kıngs Road 
branch, courtesy of Watney’s 
Six Bells, which opened at 
Easter. 

While all this Americaniza- 
tion and theming may seem to 
threaten the existence of tra- 
ditional pubs. only a small 
percenıage of licensed premises 
are involved in these changes. 
Indeed. the real threats come 
only from the pubs that cannot 
be bothered with food, or fom 
the theme that cither goes too 
far or disguises lack of imagin- 
ation. 4s the presşure mounts 
and the choices widen, these 
should become easier to avoid.

(It 
is here that once again either a 
standard lens or a fixed focal 
length wide-angle lens proves 
invaluable.)

An experiment with no resolution 


1he caperımenters play 1o keep 
themselves amused during the 
more tedious moments of 
tahoratory work. Bul meantime. 
these experimenters are them- 
seltes the tictinıs of apparently 
quıte random and mcaningless 
troubles, lo them as inexplicable 
and nearly as dıstressing as. 1o 
the insects, are the hands that 
reach ınto theır cage and pluck 
them.
